Mr. 2 1. Shao Liang, 52, a member of 
the Seation 2, Special bs uch of the Shanghai Municipal 
Polioe, was attacked by a cang cf four desperadoes in 
the vioinity of the junci on of Seymour and Wei-Hai-Wei 
Roads shortly after 9 a.m. Aprii 13, when he was proegeding 
to his office from his home. The desperadoes almost 
simultaneously fired at the officer from behind and the 
victim died on the spot from scveral bullets which 
penetrated his body. The attack immediately drcev the 
attention of officers from Bubbling Well Police Station, 
who were ©. ¢ ity in the vioinity of the soene of the 
inoident, -nese officers immediately gave ahase to the 
desperadoc:., who fled in the direction of the French 
Concession. In the French Concession, fierce gun fire 
was exchanged between the four assasains and the polica 
efficers, as a result of which a Chinese constable No.2566 


“reoeivyed a buliet in his abdomen, while one of the 


assasBins was shot and killed on the apot and two of them 
were arrested. One assassin successfully managed 
te escape and is now sought by the Nunicipal Police. 

Mr. Tan, the victim, formerly acted 
as itaison officar between the Municipal Police and the 
former Shanghai City Government of the Chungking regime 
and transmitted information regarding looal Japanese to 
the Chungking Regime. 

Mr. Tan reoentiy intended to approach 
the new regime to cope with the new situation; this was 
notioed by the Chungking Regime and it is probable that 
he wap asseasinated for treachery.

Miss C. Haas Kidnapped 
In Hongkew, Beaten 
And Then Released 


Miss Cecilia Haas. Czechoslova- 
kian, was kidnapped on Boone Road, 
outside the Hongkew Market, by a 
Japanese in plainclothes yesterday 
morning, driven off towards Yang- 
tz@poo, badly beaten about the face, 
head and body and then released 
yesterday afternoon. 

Shanghai Municipal Police and 

Japanese authorities were last night 
making inquiries into the brutal 
attack on the foreign woman, which 
is believed to have been carried out 
probably by an unbalanced Jananese, 
who is now heing sought by the 
authorities. 
1 Miss Haas, who resides in the 
‘Embankment Building, was stana- 
ing cn Boone Read, outside the 
Hongkew Market, talking with some 
Jewish emigrants, at about 10.45 a.m. 
‘when suddenly a car drove up to 
the sidewalk, a Japanese jumped 
out, pushed her inside and the car, 
with a Chinese chauffeur, at the 
wheel drove off immediately, 

An alarm was immediately raised 
and officers of the Hongkew Police 
Station were infermed. A)]l efforts 
‘to trace the car. licence 4067, in 
‘which Miss Haas was Kidnapped. 
failed, 


Brought To Consulate 

At 2.45 pm. Miss Haas was taken 
to the Japanese Consulate-General 
by some Japanese. She displayed 
signs cf brutal attack on her head, 
face and arms and immediately pro- 
ceeded to the General Hospital for 
treaiment, Later she refurned to 
her apartment in the Embankment 
Building. 

She related that she was driven 
off towards Yangtzepoo and despite 
the fact that she struggled, she 
‘eculd not free herself. She was 
hadly beaten and finally allawed to 
‘go by her captor. 
| It was alleged, but not confirmed 
‘yesterday, that Mis; Haas was sus- 
ipected by the Japanese who kid- 
napped her, of attempting to in- 
fluence votes cf cmigres north of 
the creek. 

Japanese Withhold Comment 

Japanese authorities here last 
night withheld all comment on the 
reported abduction of Miss Cecilia 
Haas, a citizen of former Czecho- 
slovakia, allegedly by Japanese, 
pending the clarification of the case 
which was understood to be under 
investigation by the Hongkew §Sta- 
tion cf the Shanghai Municipal 
Police. 

Motorcar, Licence No, 4076, which 
was alleged to have been used in 
the reported abduction was halted 
by Municipal Police near the Gar- 
den Bridge in the afternoon. Its 
Chinese chauffeur was taken to 
Hongkew Statien for questioning, 

Miss Haas, i, was learned, was 
picked up about noon in the suburbs 
of Shanghai beyond Yangtzepoo by 
@ passing Japanese truck, whose 
driver brought her to the headquar- 
ters of the Japanese Consular Police 
at Boone and Nanzing Roads, where 
she was understood to have made 
a statement. She subsequently 
went to the General Hospital to be 
treate@ for bruises and lacerations. 


Foreign Woman 


Manhandled 


Japanese Uses Pistol 
Butt to Injure Miss 
Cecilia Haas 


With bruises on her arms and legs 
and a serious injury te an eye, pre- 
sumably caused by the butt of a pistol” 
with which she was struck during her | 
four-hour captivity, Miss Cecilia Haas, 
Czechoslovakian, was nursing her 
wounds in her Embankment Building 
apartment last night and was unable 
to speak to a “North-China Daily 
News” reporter, 


Investigations revealed that Miss 
Haas, who is connected with the | 
catering department of Jewish re- 
fugees living at the Embankment 
Building, was standing on Boone 
Road near the Hongkew Market at. 
about 11.15 am. yesterday when a 
car, licence No, 4607, drove up to 
her, a Japanese ordered her to sit 
down in the rear, and the vehicle 
finally drove off in the direction of 
Yangtszepoo. Shrieking and attempt- 
ing to free herself, Miss Haus was 
seen being tinally overpowered by 
the Japanese and a foreigner who 
were sitting on either side of her 
while a Chinese chauffeyr was 
tiriving. 


Questioned at H.Q. 


The car proceeded to a piece of 
Yatant ground on Ward Road where 
«= truck-load of Japanese gendarmerie 
saw her being forcefully taken from 
the car. The gendarmes interyened 
and accompanied her fo their head- 
quarters where she was questioned. 

When permitted to leave, Miss 
Haas, proceeded to the Japanese 
Consulate-General where she reported 
the matter and then went to the Gen- 
eral Hospita! where her wounds were 
treated, 


The car used in the kidnapping was 
léatned by the “North-China Daily 
News” to be registered in the name 
of the Japanese Residents’ Corpora- 
tion, It was found abandoned at the 
intersection of Seward Road’ and 
Broadway at 2.30 p.m. yesterday and 
was subsequentiy taken to Hongkew 
police station. 


It was generally believed that the 
Japanese suspected Miss Haas of 
urging Jewish refugees not to vote 
for the Japanese candidates in the 
municipal elections. Close friends of 
the victim of yesterday’s cowardly 
attack assured the “North-China Daily 
News” that Miss Haas had neyer at 
tany time discussed the elections with 
anyone. Interesting side-light on the 
case, is the fact that eye-witnesses to 
the kidnapping told the “North-China 
Daily News” reporter that a foreign- 
er, appearing to be a Jewish refugee, 
was in the car with the Japanese who 
forced Miss Haas to drive away with 
them. 
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Czech Woman 


Returns Home 
Beaten,Bruised

At 7.15 a.m, 25/4/40 about 200 strikers gathered 
outside Yanztezepoo Police Station and demanded the 
release of the six mile atrikers held in custody. Four 
females representing the strikers were invited into the 
station to discuss the situation with lr. HeHe Cumeron, 
manager of Borden & Company, who informed them thet 
their demands were preposterous and could not be granted, 
but at the same time he added that minor concessions 
would be considered providing the strikers resumed work, 
These terms were rejected by the strikers, if. Cameron 
then declared that the factory would be closed until | 
Monday the 29/4/40 and informed the strikers' represen- 
tatives that those wishing to reaume work on that day 
could do a0 unconditionally. 

The gtrikers dispersed quietly from outside

1. «fhe Centro Soctal Recreativo, with its Club Rooms at 115 Medhurst 
Road, Shanghai, shall function under the following articles. 
2s The Center siall be called the "Centro Social Recreativo” and it 
shall be registered at the Portuguese Consulate General at Shanghat.

Se The objects for which the Center is formed ares- To sponsor 
recreniion and entertainment by means of social gatherings, dances, 
concerts, card games, lectures, books and periodicals. 
6. The Center shall be under the management and direction of a Board 
composed of five (5) Trustees appointed by the Proprietors of the Center. 
Te This Board shall include a President, an Honarary Secretary, an 
Honorary Treasurer, an Assistant Honorary Secretary and an Assistant 
Honorary Treasurer, ali of whom shali be Portuyuese Citizens and mly 
registered at the Portuguese Consulate General as such Citizens. 
8. The Trustees shall remain in office till death or reeignation, or 
until the Proprietors shall tnink proper to remove any one or more of 
them.

He was originally a “River Constable” and cave 
his address c/o Shanghai River Police, but the last address I 
can trace is in 1935 Lane 166, 47 East Kashinz Road. 

He has two sens, John Rich aged 14 and Robert 
aged 15 both of whom are being kept by charity, and I have been 
informed that the father has returned to Shanghai and is living 
with a Chinese woman address unknown, My informant states that 
another British subject, Mr. Vivian Lenoise, living at 681, 
Szechuen Road and clerk of works, Shanghai Waterworks, may 
possibly be able to assist.

Mr. Carine, who was employed as 
caretaker of the Imperial Chemical 
Industries property in Crescent 
Avenue, was attacked when he chal- 
lenged the two Chinese as they were | 
about to cross the small bridge there, 
on their way to Yu Yuen Road. 
Crescent Avenue is a private read, 
and the men were trespassing. 

Resenting the challenge, one of the:

The 
other intruder, who was wearing a 
forcign-style suit, likewise drew 32 
large Mauser, and fired twice. Their 
victim, whe was unarmed, dropped 
to the ground mortally wounded. He 
died shortly afterward jn the Country 
Hospital, where he was taken by 
ambulance. 

The assassins turned quickly and 
ran into extra-Settlement territory 
where they had no difficulty in escap- 
ing.

I paquested Yue Kun, Doo to anroll me ay a member of this 
group, he replied that I was tov young, and that the work was 
fay toc dangerous for me to carry out, I repeatedly asked to 
be enrollad, pressing m; ppint by stating that I was not afraid 
to take on the mission to which I would be amigned ani that I 
wan not ufraid to die carrying out work on behalf of the 
Chungking Governmente 

@arly in April this year Yue Kung Doo informed me that Me 
wae leaving for Shanghai +o garry out some work but he did not

The tiffin party broke up soon after

at him from the foot of the stairs. Two persons were 
seen to take part im the assassination, hut it appeara 
thet only one person Tired. The deceased was then 
conveyed to haspital as explained in the tnitial part 
of this report. None of the members of this tiffin 


party actually witnessed the shooting or saw the 


assassins. 


From enquiries made amonsst the employees,

Gerald Owen Wootten, Britieh, wes born in 
London on Cetober &, 1894. He ia an architect 
by profesficon and came to Shanghei some time 
after tre Great War. He pct up in business 
as an architect with a Spanieh citizen named 
Le Fuente and on the death of the latter went 
into partnership with a British subject named 
Fatetone who aleo died, In 1928 he wae 
the manager of the Compagnie Vriental de 
Capitaliestion, a savings eocicty which closed 
down thst ycar following the discovery of fraudulent 
convereion and litigation by the bond and share 
Noldera in the U.S. Consular Court. Wootten, 
however, is believed to have had no criminal 
responeibility in thie matter, 

About 1920 he married a Mise Medeleine Bouise 
Ollerdessen, member of a well-known American 
Eurasian family in Shanghai. They had a 
daughter af the raeme name who is atill in Shenchat 
with her mother, About 1928 or 1929, Wootten 
who for some time had been on bad terme with hig 
wife, left her and proceeded to the States with a 
Russian girl who waa his Paramours in Anerica 
he obtained a divorce from Mra, KM. Wootten, the 
legal validity of which te doubtful, and mserried 
hie Russian paramour. It ie understood that 


he hse elnce been divorced from the latter, He 
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has not communiceted with hie first wife since 

he left her but che is in touch with Wootten'e 
mather, « matron af an insane asylum in England, 
who has, einee Wootten left Shanghai, contributed

Aceoréing to our records, he was born at 
Hammersmith, London, on 2nd Gctoher 1894; profession: 
architect; holds passport No.1026, issued at His 
Majesty's Consulate-General at Shanghai. His wife, 
Madeletne Louise (née Ollerdessen) born 5th Anrii, 
1894, and daughter, Madeleine Louise, born 14th 
Sentember, 13921, are still here at No.205 Peking 
Road. 


T have reason to believe that he is associated 
with Victor peerage aes believed to be a French 
national of Jewish descent, senior nartner of the 
Shanghai firm of 3. Gurkha Levi and Connany, who 
is anparently also now in San Francisco, I! have an 
idea that a person of this name cot into trouble 
with the i'rench Soncession police last year in 
connection with an indecent assault as a result of 
which he left for America - but I may be wrong. 


In any case I would be most grateful for any 
information already on the police records or which 
you may be able to obtain about Gensburger and his 
political or other associations, as well as about 
Wootten and his antecedents.

and pleasure seeking, in this reapect there have 
been occasions when hie cliente money became 
indiatinguiehable from hie own. Raymond firat 
came to the notice of the Municipal Police in 
November 1936, in a complaint brought by a Chinese 
contractor against C. H. Gonda, German arehitect who 
had paid the contractor a cheque for $500.00 drawn 
by A. W. Raymond on the Chartered Bank and which was 


subacquently diehonoured._ Raymond left for Japan

he seys, to their poor finan-inge circumstances he left and later formed 
the Metropolitan Marble Vo., which he says is his own. SHefore leaving 
the nertuce! Marble cto. he tried to reorgenise their finances with the 
aid of tir. Harold Porter, but the latter withdrew after a very short

In connection with his present business he claims some sort 
f association with the brother of the compradore of the vhertered 
pank, though he gets no financial assistance from him.

Shortly after 12 midnight of rridey-Saturday july 
19-20, I was sitting half undressed on my bed in my Broadway 
Meansiona apartment reading news services. My doge began to 
bark, and then I heard someone knocking on my door. Opening 1t, 
I was confronted by two civilian-clad Japanese, with handkerchier 
meskes over their faces, and ravolvers in their hands. One! 
was fairly tall, and wore a greyish-blueish wash suit. The other, 
short and bow-lagged, Wore & dark blue coat and somewhat soiled 
wash trousers. Soth wore chear straw hate and canvas or tennis 
shoes, ribber soled. 


They Pushed their way into my front hall, am slosed the 
door. One of them yanked the televhone wires out of the wall 
in the front hall, and the other viotously kioked one of my dogs. 
Both spoke fulr JataneSe-anglish, the taller of the two deing 
more fluent than the other, whe taller man then put up his 
revolver, but the short one KePt me covered continuously for the 
next 25 or 30 minutes. 


My guage of the tite of the intrusion is based upon these 
facts, I had dined out, seen the last game at Hal Alei, then 
driven past my offioa in Wayfoong House, where I spent a short 
thie. When I got out of my car at the front door of Broadvey 
Manstons it wes 11.50 p.m In my arartment 1 wrote a chort 
news cable about the murder of Samuel Chang, and since my servants

In my front hall the taller of the two thugs Gemanded the 
manusortpt of "the anti-Jananese book you are writing’.

I was prodded with a 
revolver, and ordered t lead the way to my office. I did so, 
and switched on the light, whereunon while the shorter of the two 
kept me covered the other began rummaging in my deeks am files. 
They found the nearly completed manuscript of a book on Geeral 
frederick Jowmsend Ward. I tried to explein that this waa history, 
that the man had been dead for nearly 60 years, that he was in 
Shanghai when Japan did nct have even e Consulate here. 


(I hed best explain that the office in which this hold-up 
osourred was & room in my broadway Mansians place, not 
the previously referred to office in Weyfoong House). 


The taller of the two men, going over the menusoript, found 
a reference to Japan on the first page-- something to the effeot 
thet the ‘angteze dalte region around Shanghai had off been 
fought over before the China-Japan hostilities here in 1937. 
Valling me a lier, he struck me a violent blow on the left side 
of the head, and then grabbed my left amm and twisted it behind 
my back, this had also been done first in the front hell, when 
they demanded access to my office. then, going back to the 
manuseript, twiroing to the lest few pages, he found reference 
to the Geet that Japanese soldiers Violated the Ward shrine in 
Sungkiang when they ceptured that olty in 1937. thers wers no 
Other reference to Japan or Japanese in the entire manuscript. 
In a violent rage he again struck me on the left side of the head, 
knooking off my glasses thia time. He said I was inaluting the 
honor of the Javanese Arny, Again twisting my arm behind my beak, 


ter 


he forced me my knees, and from behind strnoak me on head 
and shouldere-- several blows. 


Hen ansued 4 colloquy in Japanese between the two, 
after whieh 1¢ was demanded that I oroduce "the telegrame you 
have been sending tneluting (or attaoking?-- Itm not certain 
whioh) Generel Miure", I said I had sent no such telegrams, 
and produced my office files of carbons in proof, the teller 
Ohne Bkimmed over them back to those sent on July 7th about 
the arrest of 16 Javanese gendarmes. 


My office files and papers were further searched and 
8tremh about, and the trunks in my dedroan were also searched. 
Heving been in progess of moving for several days, and having 
had much of my furniture packed for shipment to Amerioa, my 
clothing, this last night of tenancy of Broadway Mansions, wes 
in two ateamer trunks on the floor of the bedroom 


They found the manuscript of nine short storles 
{fiction} in one file, and Mnelly wade off with that, and 
with the original and the one carbon of the Ward manusoript-- 
the only copies in existence. 


In my bedroom the taller one saw and picked up 4 
Bheaf of Uhinesea ourrency, .rom a shelf neer my bed jabout 
7o5C. 00), grunted, ani put it back. He also picked up my jade 
ring and gy wrist watch, ani then mit them back. this waa 
certainly what might be capped a "political robbery", for the 
thugs took neither money nor jewelry. In one of my trunka they 
found ea pair of valuable jade earrings, set in platinum, talked 
about them in Javanese, mit put them back in the trunk. 


Baoking out, thay wamed me that my front door would 
be “oovered” for 10 minutes, and that I would be shot if I tried 
to reise an alarm before that length of time had elapsed. I 
did not hear the elevator come up for them, so suppose they 
Went dom the stairs, I mit ea silk robe over my pyjama coat, 
rang for the elevator at once, and went dow t the froadway 
Mansions office to ralse the alarm ithe xussian watohman at 
the front entrance ran to the up-oreek and down-oresk entre. ces 
to warn the Watohmen there to be on the lookout for men 
answering my desoriptionse I asked for Mr. Oke, the Javanese 
Geherel Manager of the Broadway Mansions, mt he waa out I 
then telephonedto Mr. K. Tsurumi, spokesmen for the Japanese 
hmbassy, who lived in the seme milding, on the 15th floor. 
He dressed and came at once t my apartment, being the first 
Person t enter 1t after the robbers left. Coming up the atairs 
he hed found one of the handkerchief-masks drovped about hel fuay 
down the flight. Ihe other discarded mesk was aleo found 
nearby later. Both were taken by the Munioipal police detective 
sergeant who cate later. 


Mr. Twurumi telephoned for Japanese Consular Police. 
Two came, one being Umeateka Noma from headquarters at Boone 
Roads Mr. Tsurumi then questioned me at length, making sopious 
notes, and translating into Japatess for the behefit of the 
Conmulear Folfee, Later Mr. Oke, and his miseian asais tant 
manager came in, and the case Was gone over evain ani again until 
after 2 act. 


The tuseian front entrance watchman was had up for 
questioning, a8 was aleo the elevator boy. Once we thought ua 
hed aomething. the wetehman remembered that shortly before 
midnight a short and a tall Japanese got out of a tazicab,and 
eitered the building, Hoth were kimone-olad, and sach carried 


foraign~style clothing rolled up under hia erm, The elevator

boy remembered the Pair, seid they got out at the 14th floor, 
and he thought went into 1408 Upon investigetion, however, 
1408 proved to be the Suite ocoupied by itr. kodame, president 
of the Central Vhina Development Company-- a gentleman of 
integrity, and a friend of mine. 


About 2.30, after putting my acattered clothing back 
into the two trunks, I finally mt to bed. Just as I was 
drowsing off, came a new pounding at my front door. With 
caution I ehouted “Who's there". It was Mr. Oka agein, this 
time accanranied by © forelen detective sergeant from Hongekew 
station, by a foreign policeman, snd by more and new Japanese 
Consular and Settleamant police. Azgein I repeated the tale of 
the night, again copious notes were made. A police fingerprint 
expert, Mr. Day, I believe, was sent for, and he worked over 
the office and bedroom but found no prints that were halpful,. 
About 4010 aem they all departed. 


Broadway Mensions hes four exits, two from the freight 
elevators being locked at night there is no watchman at the 
rear entrance at night. the building has about 50 Japanesa 
tenants, ihe timer might hava walked down the eteirs, and out 
the back antrance, without being aean. Or they might have gone 
te the recom or apartment of e confederate to changes ¢lothes-- 
or to apend the night for that matter. 


Meany people in Shanghai, Amerieen and muropean and 
Javanese, knew 1 was finishing off a new Sook. % particularize 
on Japanese knosletge of this enterp.ise:—- 


Before the end of last year I hed telephme talks and 
exohanged notes with Miss Barbara Miller, head of the Press 
Union Photos office at 34 Avenue Hdusrd VIT. Press Union ia 
affiliated with the Japanese Domel News Agency. I wanted a 
DomeZ or Fresa Union photogrepher sent to Sungkieng to get me 
a dozen photos of the renovated Ward shrine end tomb. But the 
Japanese Army made diffioculti es-- Sungkiang was unsafe, the 
reilway was unsafe, there was cholera et Sungtiang. Fineliy I 
appealed to Robert Horiguahi of Domel, who was slao interpreter 
of the Japanese Press Conference. In my presece he took it 
up with Colonel Jiro Saito, Japanese Army spokesman at the 
press conference. The Permit was promised. Horiguehi also took 
itup with Colonel Uteunomi ya. 


In Mareh, just before I departed for French Indo-China, 
I again asked for the parmit, and was sasured the Photos would 
be ready before I returned from the South. But again nothing 
wea done. However, in late April or early May the Javanese 
iasued the cermit, end the photes were taken, dalivered to me, 
and then sent to New York. it various tiwes I told Horiguchil or 
Colonel Saito of the progress of the book-- °70,000 words 
Tinished-- where are my photos?" eto. This is meent to 
imply that I suspect Colonel Sito nor any of the Demel personnel 
of being impliceted in the ered robbery. I cite these facta 
only to show that Javanese cirodles were aware that I was 
finishing a book. 


The Werd book wes the idee of Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, 
Jr., who is viee-Preshdmt of Doubleday, Doran & Co., Publishers 
in hew York. He first wote ne about it about three years ago. 
At that time I could not entertain the projeot, because I was 
under contreot to do a third book for Ives Washburn, publisher. 
Thie I delivered in June, 1939, and within less then a week had 
signed the Doubleday contract. They advanced me US $500.00., the

by the and of May, 1940. However, this was later extendsd to 
“garly Fall of 1940° by correspondence, ang publication date 

wes deferred from Gotober, 1940, t whatis oaelled “the early 
Spring liet of 1941." Another US $500, was t be Paid to me 
upon delivery of the manuscript, and thereafter I was to 
recelve 15 percent of sales, The book was to be a $3. publica- 


tian. 


Assuming @ 50,000 sala, this would have brought in 
$250,000 gross, and my royalfies would have been US $22,500. 
Tt em alec out of pocket about Mex $800,, for photographs, old 
beaks published sbout Ward am the Taipinge between 1663 and 
1880. 4nd last Summer tn New York, ami later in Hollywood, 
motion ploture ciroles were eager for options to film the book, 
and the Saturday Bvaning ‘ost was interested in serial 
publication of portions of it The loss meana I‘fva been robbed 
of the result of nine months of researoh an hard work. The 
loss value of the nine pieces of fiction ta difficult to 
determine, 


I have no way of identifying my assailants, but let 
me refer here to my letter t mr. Gauss of Junmary 27th, and 
of the copy of my letter of that dete to Colonel U tsunami ya. 
ihese letters were relative to an abortive plot against me 
early this year on the part of disgruntled Japanese gendarmes. 
Colone. Utsunomiya subsequently came tf ms, expressed his 
Pegret, and said he was ashemed t heve to admit that "all and 
more” tiat was charged in my letter wae true. He promised 
that I would not be further molested,

The late Mr. Hardoon was a model of 
Shanghai adventurers, He was a wandering Jew from Iraq 
who had amassed a huge fortune not from work but by 
oppressing the people. He relied upon two thirgs --- 
Opium and land. He became rich by ‘he favourable 
opportunities presented by the opening of Shanghai as a 
Far Eastern colony of the British and American Impetrialists. 
None of the fortunes made by other British and american 
Imperialists in Shanghai can be compared with that of 
Hardoon's, Mos’ of the early adventurers returned home 
after acheiving some success. Those who remained in 
Shanghai <+=- such as Sassoon, Keswick, etc --~ to suck the 
blood of the people cannot be driven away because they have 
their countries to rely upon and because the Chinese 
compradore system has not .et been done away with. BRardoon, 
& wandering Jew, obtained his British nationality through hia 
dirty gold; but he had no motherland ‘to return to, He 
married a Chinese wife but had no children.

Ten yearg ago, & Palestine few said to

This decision of the Britian Court 
is correct. although Hardoon is dead, the British 
Jourt had the right to deal with hig vill because of 
his nationality. However, once the British Court had 
decided that his proper*y belongs to his Chines- wife, its 
duty of protscting Hardoon automatically creased, Hardoon 
had no children and although ne had adopted children, he 
indicuted in his will that all his property should te 
inherited by his Chinese wife only. On this ground, 
all l«gal transactions over the Hardoon property should 
be carrirtd out according to Chinese law, because Chin<se 
law stipulates *hat a Chinesr woman married t2 a foreigner 
is still amenable to Chinese law uniess she has officially 
relinguishrd her Chinese nationality or had taken out alien 
papers.

Thies is th- 
duty of the §.M.°, Orn October 9, the British Court in 
Shanghai proclaimed tha, the British Court will settle 
the pr-perty of the late Mrs. Hardoon according to Fer will 
if nobody lodges & protest with the Court within ten days 
from October 9, 1941 and that Lawyers Silay (7?) and *enda({*) 
have been duly appointed as exccutors, 

“e have nothing to do with the question 
of protrsts against the will; we are more concerned vith 
the question of jurisdiction over *he property of the late 
Mra. Hardoon,. Ne have mentioned that since the death of 
the late Mr. Hardoon, who waa British by nationality, the 
right to manage &@nd ceal with his property was vegterd 
in his widow who vas Chinese by na’ionality. 4he British 
autherities have the right to interfere with the doings of the 
late Mr. Hardoon but they have no right to interfere with 
Mrs. Hardoon's doings, because one was a British while the 
other was a Chinese citizen. Chinese law do€a not disavow 
a Chinese woman as a Chinese citizen because she is married 
to a foreigner unless she has been officiually acesptrd 
ae the national of &nother agountry. Ge do not know whether 
British law gives British nationality to a person married to 
a British subject.

The fact 
is that the other day I came across in the dictionary, the word—~PEST, 
meaning “Troublesome or destructive persun, animal, or thing.”' and 
somehow I immediately thought of you. Before my mind’s eye ap- 
peared the face (or should I, to make sure you really understand, say 
“mug'') of a slackly obese individual, who by some strange freak of 
Providence has been permitted to plague the community which he 
has infested. This may not speak very well for the community in

As editor your chest swelled with pride now, You say you 
made a success of the publication, when you picked it up out of the 
gutter, of course, Well, yes and no. If you mean that you made more 
money out of it, perhaps; although no appreciable improvement was 
noticeable in your personal appearance—which was in full corres- 
pondence with your muck-raking habits.

tc severai concentration camps in Austria anc Germsny. 

Following his release from the concertration 
camp he left for Shanghai, arriving here, accompanied 
by hic wife, on the 27-6-38 on bourd the s.s. "Conve 
Biancamano", Dr. ~iegelperg arrived here with o verman 
"J paseport, bat i, iled to prolong this pacsport and 
several months ago took out Russian fmigrants’* papers. 

Following hi: arrival here, Dr. Siegelberg, 
wrote a book entitled "Jewish Prisoner No.13877", in the 
German lunguege, which wes printed by the «merican 
Frees", 542 .venue Joffre.

Dr.Markx Siegelberzg, born in Luzx, Russia, on 
the 11-6-1895, emigrated in his early youth to Vienna, 
Austria, where he became the editor of several political 
newsoaperg. When Austria was annexed by the third 
Pe oy Uren cnet ete wag arrested and subsequently sent 


to several concentration cqmgs in Austria and Germanys 


Following his release from the concentration 
camp he left for Shanghai, arriving nere, accompmied 
by his wife, on the 276-39 on board the s.s. “Conte 
Biancamano*®, br.Siegeloerg arrived here with a German 
*J* passport, but failed to prolong this passport and | 
several months ago took out Russian Bmigrante’ papers. 
Following his arrival here, Dr.Siegeiberg, | 
wrote a boak entitled “Jewish Prisoner No.13877",in the 
German language, whicn was printed by the American | 
Press“, 542 Avenue Joffre. In the said boi, geeiweerueeel 
deacribes his exseriences in the various contentration 
camps in Austria and Geriany. 

On the 15-840, Dr. Siegelberg registered a 
weekly German language newspayer "Das Echo" {Reg.No.F. 94} 
but did not commence publication, as he, at that time, 


received an offer from the "Jewish Chronicle” ,Hamilton 


House, to become it’s editor. Dr.Siegelberg nolds the 


latter position at present, and is residing at 41/3 
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Muirhead Road. 

Several weeks ago Dr.Sicgelberg approached 
D.S.1I, Wittinsky enguiring as to the advisability of 
staging his play "The Matrimony of Dr.Brach” in 
Shenghai, He was informed by the latter tnat before 


staging the play, he would have to get Police permission 


through the official cnanmnels. However, before submitting 


the manuscript to the Police, br.Siegelberg eent a 
copy of the same to Captain Inatsuki of the Japanese 
Navai Landing Party, who stated tnat there are no 
objecticna from his point of view, and forwarded a 
letter of consent to Dr.Siegelverg. 

The subject of the above play ia definitely 
political and deals partly with the “Racial Theory®. 
Scenes in a concentration camp {Act 4) dealing with 
atrocities and tortures of Jews are vividly described. 
The play whic1i cannot be classified as cultural or 
recreational is likely to cause incidents and breach of 
peace, if staged publicly and without Police protection. 
Attached to this report are severel exerts of the play 
and their translations,

Food Supply guestion Waiting For Settlement 


Although communications between Shanghai and 
Inde-Ghina are normal, the private quotations of rice on the 
mart are still going up, The Rice Price Adjustment 
Committes has now been in existence for marly two months, 
Although it has raised the price limit on several occasions 
so far it has not secured very satisfactory results. Nobody 
is observing the price iimit. A resolution was passed at 
the meeting held by the Shanghai Rice Price Adjustment 
Committee on September 13 to the effect that the meeting 
held the view that the. fixing of a price limit would not 
be mada until the Settlement authorities could submit means 
to remedy the situation. Henceforth the price of rice in 
thi ty will go up or fall indiscriminately which will 
affect /food supply question. 

The Ministry of Economics has ordered 
Chambers of Commerce in the cities and provinces to warn 
people severely against manipulation and speculation. The 
main points of the order are as follavsa te 

(1) Those who refuse to permit an 
investigation or who give false information. 

(2} Those who sell daily necessaries at a 
price which is not according to the published price limit. 

(3) Those whose reports regarding the orders 
of the Ministry of Economics are not true, 

(4) Those who raise the prices of commodities 
which are nqt really sold by them, with a view to making 
profit. 

Owing to the special circumstances prevailing 
in this city, speculators and manipulators pay no heed to 
the orders of the government. It is regrettable that the 
omers of the government cannot be enforced in this city. 
The authorities of the two Foreign Settlements should take 
effective measures to remedy the food situation, as they are 
responsible. for maintaining peace and order within the 
Settlements. “Our countrymen must obey the orders of the 
goverment and the public bodies concerned must try to 
atabilize the food supply. If the people can have enough 
food, the country wiki be saved.

Hsu, 
proceedéd to said location, following §.C.G.P.B. ambulances 
along Jesafield and Kinnear Roads. 

On arrival it wes learned from C.Pp.8. 1088, 
C.P.C.a 869, 891, 383 and 990, on Sdinburgh - Kinnear 
patrol that 4 S.C.G.P.B. Constable had been removed by 
3.F¥.B. ambuiance,. 

Having been on the soene about & minutes examining 
a large pool of blood, P.8. Bly in plainclothes driving 
& private motor car arrived, he informed me that g.I. 
Parker told him about the injured man and omme along to 
reuder asaistunce. 

Ve wore standing together when several membors of 
the Japanese Gandarmte arrived, they were very excited 
and immediately herded the undersigned, F.P.8.

BADLANDS” BARRICADE 


For the second tine in two months the 
dapanesc have barricaded the area just oul- 
side the western bounduries ef the faterne- 
tional Settlement. On Saturday one of three 
Japanese gendarmes who were shot at by a 
nian elleged to be a Chinese gunman was 
injured and sent to hospital for treatment. 
34 was subsequenily rumoured that he had 
vied from his injuries. Ee that as it may 
from Saturday the outside area has been bar- 
vicaded off, ancd the movements of thou- 
sands of residents, Chinese as well as 
foreign have been greatly hindered if not 
oetually held up. It is difficult to get food 
intu the area, while there are cuses reported 
in which persons soviousiy sick have been 
slenied that daily treatment upon which 
their very lives may depend. Children were 
prevented from going to schecl, though it 
js reported that this has since been rectified. 
and in general a state of complete inconveni- 
ence has been brought about, which reflects 
no eredit whatever upon those authorities 
who have usurped the policing of the area 
in question. 

The barricades have apparently been put 
into operation to prevent the wanted gun- 


man frorn escaping from the district, There . 


ig no indication whatever that similar bar- 
ricades have been placed on the western 
boundaries of the badilands. and if they had, 
that would not prevent the wanted man fren: 
escaping westwards ucross country. It must 
surely be apparent to all concerned that if 
the gunman remained in the area surround- 
ing the scence of the crime any longer than 
it tock him to get away, the man would be 
an utter fool. That is about the last charge 
which could be laid against these political 
assassins. The speed with which they get 
away from the scenes of their crimes is one 
of the features of their activities, und if the 
wanted man on this occasion was anywhere 
near the scene of the crime when the blockade 
was instituted it will indeed be surprising. 
Consequently the whole process, no matter 
how much it may commend itself to the 
authorities supposed lo be policing the bad- 
tands, is a bad one, affording little chance 
for the capture of the guilty, and subjecting 
large numbers of people, in no way connect- 
ed with the crime, to very considerakle 
hardship. 


The fact that this is ihe second of such 
crimes perpetrated against the Japanese 
gendarmerie within two months in this parti- 
cular area suggests that the policing which 
is at present being carried out is as in- 
efficient as the means adopted to catch the 
criminal. The state of the badlands is 
notorious and has been so for a very long 
time past. Despite efforts on the part of the 
Shanghai Municipal Council to co-operate 
with the outside authorities in endeavouring 
to restere that area ta some semblance of 
Jaw and order, despite the long drawn out 
negotiations for the establishment of a 
special police force to take care of the dis- 
{riet, nothing tangible has been done up to 
the present, save to arrive at an agreement 
in principle with the late Mayor Fu Siao-en 
whieh has net yet been implemented. 

No one has been more direct in its cgin- 
demnation of political assassinations, whether 
the victims be high or low than this journal. 
Their utter futility is apparent to everyone 
save those criminally minded who still fancy 
that murder is a vatuable political weapon, 

‘which it has been proved time out of num- 
ber not to be. But these killings and 
attempted killings will continue until de- 

‘finife action is taken against those rogues 
who infest this particular Alsatia, no 


‘happen to be. There is consequently laid 
upon the shoulders of the administration 
of Greater Shanghai, and the Japane:

| Return To Scene 


A Jupanese gendarme was 
last night in a serious condition 
at the Country Hospital follow- 
ing a wound received from the 
gun of an unknown assassin 
near lane 52 Great Western 
Road at 2:20 p.m. yesterday. 

An unidentified Chinese cobbler 
was also wounded when the wound- 
€d gendarme’s patrel companion, 4 
lance-corpora!, and a City Govern- 
tment policeman opened rifle fire at 
the assassin who avoided injury and 
capture, disappearing into a nearby 
alley The Chinese later died in the 
hospital. 

An eye-witness account of the 
incident was given to THE CuHrna 
Press by Elly - Widler,  self- 
admitted Swiss agent of the 
Japanese, whom the S.M.LP. 
vainly seught to arrest recently 
in connection with the dis- 
appearange of $2,000,000 worth 
of copper from the American 
Express Godewn. 


At Scene Of Shooting 


“I was in @ garage with a friend 
at the scene of the shooting when 
we heard a shot fired. We rushed 
out, and saw a Japanese lance- 
ecrporal shooting down the street at 
a target we could not see. A Clty 
Government policeman was also 
using his rifle. 

“Nearby, in a Chinese shack, lay 
another Japanese soldier, motion- 
less. Tn an alley lay a Chinese, 
writhing in pain. Approaching the 
Japanese Iance-corporal, I showed 
him my documents, and shortly 
after took him, the wounded Japan- 
ase and a City Government police- 
man to the Country Hospital in my 
car just several hundred yards away. 
Vhe Japanese gendarme received 
immediate attention. 

“Meanwhile, a group of detectives 
from the SMP. Bubbling Well 
Station arrived at the hospital. 
They invited me to the station, but

At about 11 a.m. yesterday, 3 couple of buses 
each of the Routes No. 1 and 9 of the China General Omntbus 
Company resumed operations on Yu Yuen Road; in the afternoon 
Route Noe $ buses and Route No. 20 raeilless cars likewise 
resumed operations along Great Western Road and Yu Yuen Road. 
None of the so-called Western District Feople's buses wera 
noticed travelling in the Western District yesterdaye It is 
Beid that the loss suffered by the China General Omnibus Co. 
and the Shanghai Tramway Co. amounted altogether to app-sximately 
$8C,000. Meanwhile, ricshas bearing Settlement licences are 
still denied entrance into the outlying reads area, unless 
they are issued with "City Government licences" or Rew affixed 
on the back the characters “with special permissio. from the 
Western District Traffic Committee." 

In connection with the illegal operation of 
Japanese-owned buses in the blockaded area in the Vestern 
District, a protest wae lodged with the Japanese Consul-General 
by the S.M.sC. at beginning of this week, but no reply has yet 
been reacaived by the Council to its protest. However, it 
da generally expected that the Japanese-owned buses will cease 
operations in the area because it has already heen declared 
by the Japanese authorities that this eperation was hut a 
temporary arrangement.

Forsign newspapers and antievapanese 
Chinese newspapers in the Settlements are publishing 
exag; erated reports to inoite the people against the joint 
acticn taken in the Western District by J@pan anc China 
towards lawless elements. It is allaged that as a 
result of the blockade of the district, the residents 
there are suffering from acute shortage of foodstuffs 
while the China Bus Company and the Tramway Gompany are 
Sustaining an enormous loss. But aatually, conditions 
in the Distrinst are totally different from what thesa 
neWSpapers say. 

As for the Western District People's 
Omnibus Company, it is established by leading persons in 
the blockaded area and is operating its buses on Yu Yuen 
Road and Great Vestern Road thereby considerably 
alleviating traffio aongestion. 

Although the China Rus Company and

Opium Suppression Bureau calling for registration of dens. 


Yollowing receipt of instructicns from 
the Nantao Folice Bureau to close sometime age, 
most of the oplum smoking dens complied with the 
order. there are however, some 20 emall opium 
amoking dens still operating secretly in Nantac. 

On October 20, 1940, the Shanghai District 
Opium Suppression sureav ( } jig 7h 5 ie Ey 
1286 North Szechuen Road, which is a subordinate 
organ of the Ministry of Interior of the Nenking 
Government, posted copies of a notification in the 
various parts of Nantao in the name of Yen Soo Yung 
( AR aa), cnier of the Bureau, calling upon 
opium smoking den conductors to effect registration 


with the Bureau.

Renanererre ahs desirous of opening and conducting opium emoking 
| dens must obtain application forms which forme 
5 1s should contain all particulars as to name of 


/eonductors, age. nativity, residential address, 

—~ title of den, amount of capital, address of den, 
name of guarantor, and address of guarantor ete. 
On return of the application form, the Bureav will 
make investigations to verify the particulars given 
in the application, after which a business permit 
and a permit for purchasing opium, will be issued 
to the applicant when he furnishes a deposit of $500. 
This buginess permit will be valid for six months 
from date of igaue and the conductor will be required 
to pay a monthly business tax of $25.00 in Hwa Shing inh 8. 


The deposit money will be returned to the conductor 
upon the den closing down according to the regulations 
of the Bureau. 

It is itearned that thus far none of the 
opium smoking den conductors have complied with the 
above instruétions- It is learned from a confidential 
source hae the Bureau does not intend issuing the 
permits although all requirements in connection with

request,

OPEN LATTER ADDRESSED TO KELLOW COUNT RYN! In 1HE FALLEN 
ARSAS SY GENERAL CHIANG KAT-SHEX ON THE THIRD ANS IVS3SARY

Chungking, August 12, 


Yhe following oven letter addressed to the fellow 
countrymen in the fallen areas has been issued by General Chiang 
Kai-shex on the Grd Anniversary of the August 13 Ineident :-

An urgent problem in the protection of 
peace and good order in Fast Asta ia th: readjustment of the 
statua guo in the South Preific; and another urgent 
problem 2@ the peace povement 7g t% sottlement.of the 
Foreign Settlements question in Shanghai. During the 
present period of transition, if the Settlement 
authorities are sincere for peace and good order, they 
should recognize the actualities of the situation and 
acknowledge that Shanghai cannot exist separated from the 
Government. With regard to this point, Li Shih-chung 
{4 + 4} }, Vice-Minister of Police, held an 
important conference a Week age at which he revealed 
Chinas determination. He later requested the 
Settioment authorities to give its reasonable conaideration 
to this problem. 

We vbejieve that if the Foreign Settlements 
are placed under the direct administration of the Chinese 
Goverment, such unfortunate cases would not happen. 

If the Settlement authorities know how to co-sperate with 
the Chinese Government during the present very difficuit 
situation, they would be taking a wise step for they 

would be saving themselves. The Powers are efficiently 
maintaining peace and order in their own cities, yet in 

the Forsign Settiements they are encountering numerous 
insurmountable diffieulties, What is the cause? It is 
because the the territory of the Foreign Settlements is 
Chiness territory and as euch 1% ahould only be administered 
by the Chinese Government. Wherever o foreign settlament 
may exist, the administrative power of the Chinese Goverment 
over the settlement aannot be ignored. @hrould the 
Settlement authorities et11]1 fail to come to thétr senses and 
remain albof from the Nanking Government, which lus been 
reformed and has returpsd to the Capital, then it will be 
similar to suspending 7Forsign Settlements in the sir 

while their foundations will be shaken. 

The maintenance of peace and good order 
in the Foreign Settlements has deteriorated te such an 
extent that people are being killed in town in daylight 
while the eases of snatching and robbery can be "heaped 
up high as a hill, When cases of snatching ami robbery 
ean be "heaped up high as a hill", the lawful Livelihood 
of the entire body of residents will be menaced and the 
peace and good order in the Foreign Settlements will suffer 
a@ general collapse.

At 5 p.m. September 2, scvéral men of the Nantao 
organization camc to the factory and drove out all the workers 
as if they were dealing with enemica. It Wag raining heavily 
at thc time and all the workers had to leave the factory in 
the rain. Aa large numbers of the workers have no homog or 
relatives or friends in Shanghai, they had noe place to go to. 
Their distress can be imagined. 

The factory was.openad 7? years ago. The 
general manager Ko Kyi-chen CU # did good work. In 
lese than three yeara, he had Increased the capital from 
$166,000 to $500,000 and had opencd the Bleaching and Dyeing 
Departments and the Printing Department. The factory was 
devoloping rapidly. Unfortunately owing to the Sino-Jcpancse 
hostilities in Shanghai in 1937, the machinory had to be 
removed into the Scttluimcnt. 

at thia time Ko Kyi-ohcn, tho general manager, 
dieiand Ma gino-zicn took over control on the ground that ne 
wag a close relative of Ko Kyi-chen,. In the meantime the 
workers asked for the re-opening of the factory and Ma Sicao- | 
ticn, de general manager of the factory, reorganized it in 
Scptcmber 1938. He decidcd to remove the maahinery to Nentao 
and to incorporate the factory under United Statece law. The 
workers helped to remove the machinery to Jantao and instolled 
them in February, although living conditions in Nantao at that 
time were very inconvenient. Although the factory couid not 
stert work in Nantao for ocrtain reasons, the office in the 
Betticment continued trinsactions. List year the factory 
bought cloth matcrials and reaold them after dycing them in 
the other factory. The net profit made wae xbout #70,000, 

The stocks, dyes, chemiorls, cloth and machinery handed over 
by the former company were worth $2,000,000 according to 
present day valuation. Since the reorganization of the 
factory the factory lsasucd the workers only Anlf pay and fuil 
wagca wore given only from October of Laat year, The average 
wage of n worker is about $20. The workers have becn working 
in the factory since its catablishment. 

Owing to the high cost of living, the general 
Bannger, if he hie a oonsciencs, should have some pity for the 
workcra and protest them, but inatead of doing so he hos 
driven the workers out of the factory and asked the Police 
to arrest their repreaentative; he ia thus moking use of the 
Polfoe ae a meuns to intimidate the workcrsa.

The American-owned Lee Ming Weaving, Printing and 
Dyeing Worke (@ai@ ps o> 4! fy) on Tsoh Meng Road (/27 ?'| j2} 
in Hantao had once removed its machinery into the Foreign 
Settlements following the outbreak of the present, 
hostilities. Suggested by Ma Siao-chuen (u% 7 G ), the 
General Manogor, and a portion of Directors, the factory 
removad back to Nantao again. Duc to the extraordinary 
conditions prevailing there, the factory is still suspending 
operations. 

On June 15, the entire body of workera of the 
factory were repatriated with an issue of a discharge fund 
equivalent to the wages of five and a half months; the rice 
money due to the workers was also issued. On June 21, the 
management notified the omployees and other workers 
remaining in the factory ‘that their positions will bc 
| preserved but no wages will te paid to them. The employees 
f opened negotiations with the management, which then promised 

to tasue repatriation money to the workers aquivalent to 
their wages of 15 nonths. However, on the next day, the 
management informed the employees and workers remaining in 
the factory that the Noe 2 factory on Yenping Road will soon 
start operation and that they will ba sent to work in the 
No. 2 factory; that the management will not discharge them 
so that they should watt calmly. 

Yet Several montha@ have clapsed but there is still 
no news for tha employ@es and workers to be transferred to 
work in the No. 2 factory. However, on the afternoon of 
September 2 when it wassheavily raining, the management 
suddenly requested the Japanese soldters in Nantao to expel 
all the omplcyees and workers, more than 100 in number, 
from the factory premisea. In order to maintain their 

Binplihocd, they have on September 2 petitiones tne S.MeUe 
for assistance. Thus, Dal. Kao Yen-keng (2) 1€ 47%) of the 
Special Branch has assembled the two sides for mediation, 
but due to the strong attitude of the management, without 
pucceds. 

Fearing that their livelihood would sustain a 
serious blow if the present situntion still remaing unsettled, 
thease employees and workers have determined to petition 
the Chinese Chamber af Commerce, the Citizens Federation 
and the Cotton Cloth Trade Guild for mediation in the hope 
that the management will keep its promise.

At Soproximteiy 8.50 a.m. 669-40 Ur. Yorke wag 
again informed of the prasenca of suspicious characters 
in the lane and as a result of an observation make 
from the window of his home saw the two described 
persons walking back and forwerd at the entrance to 
the lane. 

At 9.05 a.m. 6-92-40 ur. Yorke left his home, 
which is located on the Mast side of inne 749, about 
35 yerde 88uth of Yu Yuen Road, cond om observing the 
two suspects standing om Yu Yuen Road, a few feet “eat 
of Lane 740, he took the precaution of placing his 
gorvice pistol No,.3552 into his jacket pocket. 

Almost simultanecus to him boarding hie m/oar, 
and as same moved off in 4 Northerly direction to- 
waria Yu Yuen Road he observed the two suepecte onter 
the lanes sn@ aome towards him. Jensing something 
amies Mr. Yorke took his pistol from him pockst and 
had just loeded same when he observed the ist 
deseribed wouldpbe-agsassin pull an automtic pistol 
from uncer his jacket and commence firing at him, 

Wr. Yorke lsmediately retumed the fire and at the 
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game time his chiuffeur excellerated the m/ear engine. 
During the ensueing gun battle ur. Yorke observed that 
both his would-besansaasina were firing at him and at 
the same time, were backing through a hedge, which 
rump on the *est side of the inane, Arriving at Yu 
Yuen Road ur. Yorke looked through the resr window of 
his car and in so doing observed the two miles mking 
their get-away Yast along Yu Yuen Road, also at this 
time he observysd a member of the Japanese Gendamerie 
standing on the South slide of the roadsaay approximte- 
ly 30 yards Test of tane 749, and as these two men 

ran peet thie individual, he was seen by Hr. Yorke 

to arrest one of them. 

Mr. Yorke thon instructed his chauffour to drive 
to Bubbling “ell station, where on his m/ear being 
emmined, 1t wan found to have been hit three times 
by bullete, vizi- Ome shot in the left hand side 
front midguard, and two in the left hand side rear 
door.

An attempt to assassinate ir. Yorke, Daputy 
Commissioner of the Shanghet kinicipsl Police, was made by 
two desperadoes yesterday morning in a lane off Yu Yvren Road, 
Mr. Yorke returned the firs, The exchange of shots had 
no result. re A 
Deseribing the attack, Mr. Yorke stated ige having 
boarded his motor cer in front of his house, he gé¥e orders 
to his chauffeur to drive into town. “Wen the car had gone 
about 26 metres from the place where the lane joins Yu Yuen 
Roed, Mr. Yorke noticed in the middle of the lane two Cinese 
well dressed in white flannel foreign suits, who, upon seeing 
the ear, placed their hands in their clothing. Mr. Yorke, 
who has beon with tho &.L..P. vor 27 years, made no mistake 
about the weaning of their action. He immediately picked 
up his own pistol which was lying by his side and opened 
Mire at his assailants at the same moment thet tha latter 
began to fire. 

As the motor car was continuing on its way, Mr. Yorke's 
aim was necessarily not so precise but it sufficiontly upsst 
the assailants for their shots missed their mark, The 
chauffeur succeeded in driving out of the lene which was 
descrted at the time. 

Mr. Yorke fired seven shots at the two men, One 
of them fled towards the end of the lene, the other wont 
towerds Yu Yuen Roca where he ran into the arms of a Javanese 
gendarme whe weizod him and disappecrod with him in a 
westorly direction. 

Hevins no more certridges, Mr. Yorke procecded to 
Bubbling Woll Police Station to make a roport and efterwards 
he loft immodiately for his office at Police Hiadyuarters, 

ree bullet marks were found on the ears: one in the front 
mud-guard and the othor two in tha left-hand door, Ouie. 
of the bullots after having pessed through the door was 
emboddod in the back scat & fcow centimotres from the spot 
where Mr. Yorke was seated. 

if neid assassins aro aiming high, they should 
recognize thet their task will be more difficult than that 
of attacking poor dcfencelcss and terrorized Chinese. It 
is rocalled that when Licut. P, Blenchot, Chief of the French 
Police, was attacked, he singic-handed gave battle to six 
assailants and suceceded in gutting them to flight although 
he wes wounded in two nleccs’:o0ne in tha shoulder and one 
in his side,

A large number of Chinese and foreign detectives 
and policemen Were deapatched to the scene by Bubbiing Well 
Police Station’after racaiving a report of the affair, 
but the second degperado had already made good his escape. 
Several ehélls were found at the place by the policemen 
and were taken back to the police station for investigation.
